Garden Checklist
1. Shop now for spring blooming bulbs while supply is 

good. You can set them out at your leisure, but buy 
while all varieties are available.

2. Disbud camellias which have set too many buds. It's 
best to do it now before the shrubs channel any 
more energy into unwanted buds.

3. Spray dahlias', tuberous begonias and roses if you 
see the slightest sign of mildew.

4. Plant seedling perennials from nursery flats. Di­ 
vide established perennials such as primroses and 
phlox which have formed crowded clumps.

5. Shop for blooming chrysanthemums to make up for 
lack of fall flower color in your garden.

In u statement issued yester­ 
day, Civil Defense Officials 
warned the public to beware 
of unscrupulous practices by 
some fallout shelter promoters.

Joseph J. Kochefort, the 
Civil Defense coordinator for 
Area G, said "Unfortunately, 
a few individuals are taking 
advantage of the present situ­ 
ation to prey upon those wish­ 
ing to build fallout shelter by 
high pressure selling methods."

The Area G Planning Board, 
at its regular meeting recently, 
took note of this development, 
and urged that those desiring 
to obtain information on fall­ 
out shelter plans consult their 
local Civil Defense offices or 
write to the Area Coordinator, 
P. 0. Box 146, Kcdondo Beach, 
phone FR 2-0028.

Citizens were urged to check 
with their local building offi­ 
cials to insure that the plans 
are approved by the building 
officials and that the firm has 
a license to do business in the 
city.

Hochefort pointed out that 
the local building departments 
protect the public by insuring 
conformance with buiding 
codes and a safe standard of 
construction.
